... 1 am not surpriz’d to find by your Letter, that Mr. Gray should have 
entertained Suspicions with regard to the Authenticity of these Fragments of our 
Highland Poetry. The first time, I was shown the Copies of some of them: in 
Manuscript by our Friend, John Hume, I was inclind to be a little incredulous 
on that head: But Mr. Hume remov’d my Scruples, by informing me of the manner 
in which he procurd them from Mr. Macpherson, the Translator. The two 
Gentlemen were drinking the Waters together at Moffat last Autumn; when their 
Conversation fell upon Highland Poetry, which Mr. Macpherson extolld very 
highly. Our Friend, who knew him to be a good Scholar and a Man of Taste, 
found his Curiosity excited; and askd whether he had ever translated any of them. 
Mr. Macpherson reply’d, that he never had attempted any such thing; and doubted 
whether it was possible to transfuse such Beauties into our Language. But for 
Mr. Hume’s Satisfaction, and in order to give him a general Notion of the Strain 
of that wild Poetry, he woud endeavour to turn one of them into English. He 
accordingly brought him one next day, which our Friend was so much pleas’d with, 
that he never ceas’d solliciting Mr. Macpherson, till he insensibly produc’d that 
small Volume, which has been publish’d. . . 

.. . Every Body in Edinburgh is so convine’d of this Truth, that we have 
endeavourd to put Mr. Macpherson on a way of procuring us more of these wild 
Flowers. . . There is in particular a Country Surgeon somewhere in Lochaber, 
who, he says, can recite a great Number of them; but never committed them to 
writing; as indeed the Orthography of the Highland Language is not fixt, and the 
Native has always employ’d more the Sword than the Pen. This Surgeon has 
by Heart the Epic Poem mentioned by Mr. Macpherson in his Preface; and as he 
is somewhat old, and is the only Person living that hks it entire, we are in 
the more haste to recover a Monument, which will certainly be regarded as a 
Curiosity in the republic of Letters...

The present manuscript is the original Papal ratification exchanged 
at Paris on September 10th, 1801. The \corresponding French ratification 
was finely written on vellum and richly bound, and Bonaparte felt insulted 
when he received this modest paper manuscript in exchange. It was not, 
however, the Papal custom to make an “‘exemplaire magnifique” of an 
important Treaty until after it had been ratified by both parties. On 7 
October, 1801, Cacault the French ambassador in Rome _ informed 
Talleyrand that the ceremonial copy had been prepared “avec la 
magnificence dont vous avez donné l’exemple:” this is the copy preserved 
in the archives of the French Foreign Ministry. 


PROVENANCE. The Abbé Bernier, one of the French plenipotentiaries, 
stated in a letter to Cardinal Consalvi of 10 September, 1801, that he had 
taken the manuscript on that day to the Foreign Ministry. After the 
reception of the ceremonial copy on vellum, however, the Government 
evidenty regarded the present document as superseded, and it remained 
in Bernier’s possession (having been neither classified nor stamped by the 
Ministry). Bernier was created Bishop of Orleans in 1802 and died on 
October Ist, 1806: his eventual heir the abbé Méziéres, curé of Arconnay 
(Sarthe), retained possession of the document until 1907. Included in 
the lot is a letter from Méziéres, dated 20 September, 1907, concerning 
the history of the document, together with a large envelope inscribed by 
him: also included is a contemporary copy of a Brief of Pope Pius VIII.

** This manuscript is written in an attractive script and is textually 
of unusual interest. It is the commonplace book of a seventeenth-century 
English physician. 


The author may be Abraham Scholefield, whose name occurs in 
several places, possibly in collaboration with Mr. Gartside, with whom his 
nave is coupled several times. 


The contents are largely pharmacological; there are recipes for all 
the most common diseases, including many for women’s and children’s 
ailments, melancholy, epilepsy, plague and ailments of the eyes and teeth. 
There are a few cookery recipes (pp. 345-347), an essay on reckoning 
of time (p. 193), and a number of charms (p. 2 and p. 316). The author 
was evidently a learned man, as the number of authors quoted 1s 
remarkably large, most of the quotations being taken from contemporaries 
or near-contemporaries, but a few from classical authors: Alexis, Salmon, 
Paracelsus, Gideon Harvey, Wolveridge, Scultetus, Tanner, Helmont, 
Fioravanti, Monardes, Topsell, Sylvius, Lupton are some of those cited. 
A number of contemporary physicians are mentioned of whom nothing 
otherwise is known: Dr. Gerard, Halliwell, Ralph Williams, Plieninger, 
Andrew Glenish, Turner, Stephens, Mrs. Isabel Dee (probably a mid- 
wife), Elizabeth Gartside, etc. (some of these may be apothecaries). 
When citing passages on melancholy, extensive use is made of Burton’s 
book. On p. 134 there is a discussion of ‘wine. 


The drawings on pp. 80, 81 and 89 show a hermit (for a “hermite 
ointment’) and a goat (remedy for the stone). 


Another interesting feature of this manuscript are a number of non- 
medical verse passages interspersed with the text. On pp. 104-119 there 
are numerous quotations from the classics with their English verse 
translations, apparently all taken from Burton’s Anatomy of Melancholy ; 
pp. 141-2 a religious poem; p. 172 a poem is quoted (from an edition of 
Donne’s poems); pp. 185-189 “Verses on several subjects” contain a 
collection of proverbs; pp. 205-207 Anthems for the Cathedral of Exeter ; 
pp. 342-3 Prayer for the sick (in verse); p. 344 an ABC against the 
Catholics quoted from a sixteenth-century source; p. 369 a poem 
“Invention of the Nine Muses.” 


The latest date to appear in the manuscript is a recipe quoted by 
Elizabeth Gartside, dated 1674.
